The  receipts  for  the  year  were  £2748  9s.  5d.  To  this 
sum  is  added  £225  Is.  7 d.,  brought  forward  from  the  previous 
year,  making  a  total  of  £2973  11s.  Od.  The  expenditure 
amounted  to  £1871  9s.  lid.  The  sum  of  £200  was  transferred 
to  the  Extension  Fund  out  of  the  proceeds  received  from  the 
Hospital  Carnival,  and  the  Committee’s  thanks  are  due  to  Mr. 
Dench,  the  Secretary  to  the  Carnival  Committee  for  his  efforts  in 
this  direction,  which  realised  the  sum  of  £457  Os.  3d.  The 
balance  in  favour  of  the  account  to  be  carried  forward  is 
£902  Is.  Id. 

The  Committee  express  their  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Subscribers  and  all  donors  of  gifts,  in  kind  and  money ; 
to  the  Ladies’  Committee,  and  Miss  Belcher  its  Secretary,  for  their 
very  valuable  services,  particularly  in  organising  and  holding 
an  “  Egg  and  Pound  Day  ”  ;  to  the  members  of  the  Linen 
League,  who  made  and  gave  280  useful  articles  ;  to  the 
Chippenham  Operatic  and  Dramatic  Society  for  £14  9s.  2d. 
(which  was  received  too  late  to-be  included  in  this  year’s 
accounts)  ;  to  Mr.  Basil  Hankey  who  gave  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  his  honey,  and  to  the  members  of  the  Hospital 
Carnival  Committee. 

The  Bath  Friendly  Societies’  Scheme  in  connection  with 
their  Collections  for  the  Bath  Royal  United  Hospital  and 
the  Chippenham  Cottage  Hospital  is  working  well.  The 
Chippenham  Cottage  Hospital  has  received  during  the  year 
£354  19s.  6d.  as  its  proportion  of  the  Collections. 

The  Committee  of  Management  have  adopted  the  scheme  of 
Messrs.  Harris  &  Co.  of  Caine,  whereby  their  members  are 
given  treatment  at  the  rate  of  £1  Is.  Od.  per  week,  this 
sum  being  paid  out  of  their  funds,  and  they  have  also  been 
affiliated  to  the  Hospital  Saving  Association.  The  members 
of  this  Association  are  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  5s.  per  day. 
Their  wives  and  children  also  benefit  under  the  Scheme. 


The  Committee  have  with  great  regret  to  report  that 

during  the  year  the  Hospital  has  lost  the  services  of  two 
of  its  most  important  Executive  Officers,  namely,  Mr.  Taylor, 
Chairman,  and  Mr.  Harraway,  Treasurer,  both  of  whom 
have  left  the  neighbourhood.  For  four  years  Mr.  Taylor 
has  held  the  position  of  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 
Perhaps  the  most  important  event  during  that  period  has 
been  the  adoption  of  the  Bath  Friendly  Societies’  Scheme 
for  raising  contributions  for  all  the  Hospitals  in  the 

neighbourhood.  Largely  owing  to  Mr.  Taylor’s  tactful 
perseverance  that  Scheme  is  now  working  satisfactorily  for 
this  Hospital,  which  is  benefiting  from  it  financially.  Mr. 
Harraway’s  term  of  office  though  short  was  a  busy  one  as 
it  included  the  changing  over  to  a  new  and  improved  method 
of  keeping  the  accounts.  He  had  the  satisfaction  of  handing 
over  the  accounts  as  he  had  received  them  with  a  balance 
in  hand.  The  Committee  feel  that  they  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  having  been  able  to  secure  the  services  of  Mr.  Basil 
Hankey  and  Mr.  Snow  to  fill  the  vacant  posts. 

The  Committee  wish  to  thank  the  Clergy  and  others 
for  the  Church  Collections  and  gifts  of  Fruit,  Flowers, 
Vegetables,  etc.  from  the  Harvest  Festivals ;  the  Proprietors 
of  Hotels,  Clubs,  and  Employees  at  Factories,  and  others 

who  have  had  collecting  boxes ;  to  the  Editor  of  the 
Wiltshire  Gazette  for  publishing  the  Weekly  Returns  free  of 
charge  ;  to  Mrs.  Garnett  for  kindly  supplying  the  Daily 

Mail  ;  to  the  Editor  of  the  Daily  Telegraph  for  supplying 
that  newspaper  free  of  charge  ;  to  Messrs.  Westinghouse 
Brake  and  Saxby’s  Ltd.  for  a  rectifier  for  the  wireless  set  ; 
to  the  members  of  the  Wiltshire  Constabulary  Amateur 
Athletic  Club  for  its  handsome  donation  of  £18  ;  and  to 
the  gentlemen  who  arranged  the  Chippenham  League  Football 
Matches  for  the  Hospital  Cup,  which  benefited  the  funds  to 
the  extent  of  £29. 


The  Committee  again  express  their  grateful  thanks  to  the 
Honorary  Consulting  Staff,  the  Honorary  Medical  and  Dental 
Staffs,  who  have  given  so  much  of  their  time  and  skill 

most  willingly  to  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  also  to  Mr. 

A.  I.  Post  for  his  services  as  Honorary  Auditor. 

The  Committee  have  increased  the  Nursing  Staff,  which 
they  think  will  be  a  benefit  to  the  patients.  It  is  now 
composed  of  a  Matron,  three  Trained  Nurses  and  three 
Probationers.  There  is  always  a  Trained  Nurse  on  duty  at 
night. 

Contributions  to  the  Extension  Fund  now  amount  to 
£1733  6s.  lid.,  and  further  amounts  have  been  promised. 

In  the  death  of  Lieut. -Col.  Mortimer  Neeld  the 

Hospital  has  lost  a  true  friend  and  he  has  left  a  legacy 

of  £300  to  its  funds.
